A fi^reat portion of Brownsrille is six feet 
under wat«r and much damage has already 
been done. At ten o'clook a. ni. the water 
mea«ure<i forty-three feet and bc^An rIowIv 
to recede. It was eighteen inches biKlier 
than the flood of 18.V2. 

From Brownsville N> rittsburR aivl till 
along Cheat river repoi ts are coiniiix iii <jf 
tremendous Iosk to lumbermen from brt'uk- 
inn boning, to coal operntfjrn fruin ilniiia)<Kd 
uraft Hnd demolition uf coal tipples, and to 
private* individuals wtMM faiidmaM and 
property are flooded. 

Cinly one life bas been lost so far nil 
learned. George Getter was instantly killed 
Tuesday evening by the partiuK of a cable 
rope, with which he wa» rliei-king a Inadcil 
coal barge at WaitonV laii iiiiK. 

Telephone and telegraph , wirea along the 
river are down and aSMl tafonMrtlca ia 
▼er^ bard to obtain. 

A report from Clarksburg, W. Va.. on the 
west fork of the Hunongahela river is to the 
effect that twenty dwellings have been swept 
away and damage to property is aliuust in- 
estimable. 

[ A number of iron and wooden brid.'efi and 
several large sawmills, together with quan- 
tities of lumber and logs, have gone down 
with the fluod. A lurj^e numbof oC paople 
are bomelt-xs nt thm plaoe. 

At Monotipahfia City all the lower part of 
the town li iiauulated, and tha people driven 
from their hi,i>iet, ara aoBipinf ill tha atnets 
on higher f;r()iimL 

I Early Wednesday morning tha heavy 
drift, in the shape of broken bridges, bart^es, 
coal Mpples, logs and, in Kome instances, 
dwellitigs and shanties reached this city. 
They dashed against the bridge pier.1 and 
were snapped and broken like twigs by the 
overwhelininj{ force of the current. 

At 10:.'iO the river Duu-ks showed twenty- 
one feet nine inches and rising. Every boat 
and steamer on the river is still in peril from 
the heavy drift, and every few minutes the 
whistles of ttw adTaaoad guard of (ba Una of 
boats ooaadaawaknwoC approaaUng dan- 
ger. 

A WhaaWng special wtys tiiat the line of 
the Baltimore & Ohio railriMul, between 
\V heeling and Parkersburn, in uiiprecedent- 
edly blocked by the storm. On tlio Farkers- 
burg branch three tunuels are caved^ 

The Rt)wlegburg bridite, over Cheat river. 
Is down, and other bridges have bfaOb swept 
away, while the track is covered many feet 
deep with earth and luinl>er at many points. 

All trains from the west via Parkersburg, 
are u«in*{ tlie tra<-ks of the Ohio River road, 
and go eafit via Pittsburg and Cumberland 
SIX or eit{ht hours lata. Several bridges be- 
tween Wheeling and Pittsburg are badly 
damaged.

A West Elizabeth, Pa., special says that 
the river came to a stand of tt o'clock a. m. 
and at noon began slowly receding. The 
point reached was the highest ever known, 
being twelve inches abouve the flood of 1862. 
The entire town below tha railroad tracks 
is from six to tan feat undar water. 

Travel on tha P tt tsb nr g , Virginia & 
Charlsstoo railway bas bean suspended in} 
dainltaly, several miles of track are ooder 
watar, and a number of bridges are washed 
•way or badly damaged. O'Neil & Com- 
pany lose flf teen ooal liarges and a loading 
tripple; Weigel Brothers a number of rafts, 
coal boats and barges, and the Jenkins' trlp- 
ple is gone.

Near by 
ran Laurel Fork, a branob of tha Comber- 
land river, and everything about eAlbited 
OTidMM* ol oa^ a ptli^rB ahrlUaatloa. 
Tha Inbabitaati there ara farmers, moon- 
shiners and huntsTi. and munh of their time 
is taken up in settling old fends. They are, 
however, hoqtitabla, and if a stranger 
makes known his business safety ii assured. 

The incident leading t« the fata> fight of 
Sunday occurred a month ago. M!«ch Rose 
aoeused Tom Fusoa, bto brother-in-law, of 
stealing 18. Tbto lead to bad blood, and 
every effort to eSset a oonpromiss of the 
difference proved futUa. Rceeand Fuson 
liave a number of times sought each other's 
life-blood, and more than one personal en- 
counter has occurred. Frieuds sidsd with 
the determined men, and the result was each 
had a dozen well armed followaCB, and war 
was declared ten days ago. 

Saturday each faotion gave it out that ita 
members would worship at Ijiurel Fork the 
next day. Quickly following thers was a 
l^sh t<) arms, and every prejjaration ma<le 
for attack and defense. As if by appoint- 
ment, each faction met iu Uie church yard 
while the sheplwrd of the little mountain 
fliM-k was taking his text for the regular dis- 
c<Jur^e. That sermon was never completed, 
as the brave mountaineers openetl fire upon 
each otiier. and shot succeeded sliot for sev- 
eral minutes, and bloo<l began to flow freely. 
The antagonisU4 having exhausted their am- 
munition, gave up the contest, but not with- 
out the loss of life. 

Riddle, 1 with leaden vengeance, stretched 
in their own blisKl, lay Ewel L:twson ami his 
son John. Near by wore Tom, Jim and 
Eiius Fuson, John Part^>o, Kcntt l'art<i i. 
Mitch Rose, Hiram lUjee, his father, and 
Lewis Perry, all badly hurt. Tha little 
church was made (i temiy)rary hospital, and 
all availal>le aid rtMidered the wounded. Tha 
injured men have bean removed to their 
several homes, and Tom Fuson has since 
died. Hiram Rose has bis lungs full of shijt 
and cau live but a few hours. The other 
men an- tuiilly injured. Soott Parton and 
Enoe Fuson w ill protiably die. 

No further trouble is feare<l at present, 
but when the dead have been burieil and the 
wounded get better or dia, there will no 
doBbt hta rwrival of the fend.
